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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Mihara (US 2004/0051960 A1). 

Mihara discloses the claimed invention of a zoom lens including a plurality of 
lens groups and performing zooming by changing an inter-group distance, the zoom 
lens being characterized in that, of the plurality of lens groups, a lens group on a most 
object side has a positive refractive power and is fixed, wherein a reflection member for 
bending an optical axis is provided in the lens group and the reflection member is 
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formed of a prism having a negative refractive power. Please note for example Figure 4, 
and the Numerical Data 5 on page 16. 

With respect to claims 3 and 8, please note the aperture in Figure 4, and page 16 
paragraph [0287]. 

With respect to claims 2, 4, 7 and 9, please note Figure 4. 

With respect to claims 5 and 10, please note the Numerical Data 5 table on page 
16, wherein the prism element has a refractive index value of 1.84666, which is greater 
than 1.7. 

With respect to independent claims 6 and 8, please note page 1 , paragraph 
[0002] regarding the device being an imaging apparatus.
